The Austrian 
government, however, showed itself more ac- 
commodating, and thanks to the influence of 
the great Prince Metternich, who was all- 
powerful at the time as chancellor, Emperor 
Francis granted to Alexander letters of l- 
gitimization, recognizing him as.the legiti- 
mate issue of Prince Dominic Radziwill, and 
even placing hin in possession of all the prop- 
erty which his father had left in Austria.

Much to the disgust of the court of Vienna, 
Prince Alexander made a mesalliance, 
marrying Rosina Hilti, the pretty: daughter 
of the boniface of. the well known Zum 
Rothen Hahn tavern at Vienna, and died in 
1850, ineane, in the great lunatic asylum at 
Dodling, sear Vienna, leaving tWo sons, 
Louis and Bergius.

For, before he 
had been married three years with Countess 
Valerie Orlowska, he ran off with the wife of 
hig friend, Adolf de Capelini, and after be- 
coming a convert from Roman Catholicism 
to Lutheranism, in order to enable him to 
secure a divorce from the Austrian courts, 
he made her his wife. On her death be re- 
verted to the Roman Catholic church,

The Prince Alexander Radziwill now 
charged with perjury and fraud is the off- 
spring of Prince Louis’ first marriage with 
Princess Orioweka, and although be has 
been married for sixteen years, with Vilma 

, hae no children. Ae hie father’s 
only brother, Prince Sergius, also died with- 
out children, there ls every prospect of this 
Austrian branch of the Radsiwil! family be- 
— extinct with Prince Alexander's de- 
mise. 

Incidentally, it may be mentioned here 
that Prince Anthony Albert Radziwill, whose 
projected marriage with Miss Gladys Deacon 
in London is meeting with so many obstacles, 
is the virtual head of the entire Radsiwil!i 
family—that is to say, of the Russian and 
German branches, since hie father, Prince 
George, has been under restraint for years as 
a homicidal maniac. If young Prince An- 
thony Albert, now 2% years of age, is unabie 
to exercise his rights, it is because the man- 
agement of bis father’s fortune i¢ vested in 
the hamds of trustees, to which, however, his 
mother does not belong. In fact, his father, 
Prince George, before he became insane, and 
hie mother, nee Countess Branicka, were so 
noted at Berlin eighteen years ago for their 
insane extravagance and gambling propen- 
sities that they were each of them placed 
under *‘ curatel *’—that is to say, deprived of 
the control of their respective fortunes, 
Prince George being, in addition thereto, re- 
lieved of his commission ia the guards, and 
ordered by the present dinperor tp leave 
Berlin and Potsdam, with his wife. Prince 
George withdrew to Russia, and, taking up 
his residence on the Russian estates of his 
father, the late Prince Anthony, who was 
still alive, ®ecame a Russian subject: He 
lost his son before his father's death.

Should Prince George die, the trust formed 


for the administration of his extensive es- 
tates would immediately come to an end, and 
his son, Prince Anthony Albert, would be- 
come invested with the contro) of the entire 
property, which is extensive, comprising 
huge estates in Germany, as well as in 
Russia. Nor would hie mother have the 
slightest power to prevent the marriage. 

As for the declaration by Prince Anthony 
Albert's mother, that if he marries Miss 
Giadys Deacon the latter will never be rec- 
ognized as @ princess, it ie unworthy of se- 
rious consideration. The Radsiwills are not 
‘@ meédigtised or formerly sovereign family,

Reno, Ney., June 27.-{8pecial.}—-With this 
morning's sun came a breeze so strong and 
cooling that every soul im Reno weloomet 
it with heartfelt thanks. 

The scorching rays of old Sol yeatertay 
hed about made every one disgusted with the 
place, and there were all manner of ques- 


tions being asked ahout the high altitude 
temporizing the sun’s heat and the winds

_ Good Workout by Jeff. 

The atmospheric favor extended to the 
training camps of the two fighters. Jeffries 
put in one of his biggest licks since his ar- 
rival here. He just about wore his bunch 


out with the strenuousness of his morning's 
work. 


“I think my wind is better here than it 
was down in Rowardennan,” he said after the 
grueiling he went through, ‘‘I am strong, 
anyway.” 

Pleased with his own showing, the big fel- 
low, who.was in a particularly good humor, 
jollied his trainers and sparring parthers 
all the way through the session. It was a 
little after 8 o'clock when Jeff and “his 
handlers appeared outside of the cottage.

After twenty minutes of bag 
punching Jeffries turned to the pulleys and 
worked first backward and then forward. 


Eleven Rounds of Boxing. 

Then came the boxing. Sam Berger was 
the first victim to toe the scratch. Sam’s 
skin showed white and clear when he start- 
ed, but red blotches were discernible ali over 
his body when he quit. Sam boxed a round, 
and then Joe Choynski was tken on. Joe’s 
long hair floated in the breeze. His thin legs 
flashed about as he tried to’ keep clear of 
the champion's wallops. Two rounds were 
enough for Choynski. 

Next Jim Corbett was called to the front. 
Jim seemed such a little fellow compared 
to Jeffries that there was some fear felt 
for Mim, particularly as he has_been con- 
sidetably under the’ weather for the last 
few days. He has, indeed, been suffering 
from an ailment that is about as persistent 
and irritating as one could have. I gave him 
some of my oid medicine Saturday night, and 
he got immediate relief, but he was all tothe 
bad again this. morning, and he told me that 
he had been walking around the grounds 
and up and down the road pretty near all 
night. 

Corbett Keeps Jeff Busy. 

Notwithstanding all] this, he piled into Jef- 
fries and tore about as if he wae training 
‘for a fight himself. He only got one good return 
from his big, bearlike friend during the encoun- 
ter.

CEASES LONG SERVICE. 


H, G. Haugan, St. Panl Line’s 
Controller, to Retire After - 
Forty Years’ Work 


One of the most tmportant campaigns ever 
undertaken for increasing the safety and 
efficiency of raijway is now 
being prosecuted by the rajirdads of the 
United States in the direction of bringing 
about a uniformity of signaling practice and 
apparatus for all roads in the country. 

The work is in charge of a committee rep- 
resenting the various reillroad technicel or- 
ganizations which make a special study of 
such conditions, and frequent meetings are 
being held In the course of their Investigation 
of the subject for the purpose of preparing 
@ report to be submitted to the American 
Railway association at itp next semi-annual 
meeting in the fall. 

The general committee ig composed of the 
members of the transportation committees 
of the American Railway association, in- 
cluding the most noted operating officials 
on the American railroads, the. signal com- 
mittee of the American Railway. Engineering 
end Maintenance of Wey association, and a 
committee of the Rallway Signal Association. 


Demand Oause of Variance, 

The present wide variance in signaling 
and signaling practice is’ ascribed to the 
demand for such formes as will meet favor 
with individual roads. 

Tt is believed that with a uniform system 
for all roads, the men in charge of trains 
will be less likely to become confused or 
disregard signals and the railway operétion 
will be In many respects made more safe. 
The adoption of any one system, however, 
must be preceded by an agreement among 
signal engineers as to what is the best kind 
of a syetem. 

The general committee will first 
make a complete investigation of the various 
theories and systems now in use, together 
with data ae to their advantages or dis- 
adiventages and will probably be able to make 


only @ preliminary report or recommendation 
at the fali meeting. 


H, G. Haugan to Retire, 

Hauman G. Haugan, one of the oldest rafi- 
way officers in point of service in Chicago, 
will retire next Friday as controller of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul railway 
after forty years of consecutive employment 
in the accounting department of that road 
and its predecessor, the Southern Minnesota 
railway.

Mr, Haugan was born Nov. 7, 1840, at Chris- 
tlana, Norway, and he began his railway 
service in 1870 as cashier and paymaster of 
the Southern Minnesota road.. Later he be- 
came auditor and in 1880 whem the road be- 
came a part of the St. Paul system he was 
made secrétary to the general superintend- 
ent. From 1883 to 1901, the date of his ap- 
pointment as controller, be was land commis- 
sioner of the road’ |

Eight Per Cent Gain Necessary 
Next Year to Pay Dividends. 


GOOD SHAPE THIS YEAR. 


Kstimite on 41 Road: Shows $12,000,- 
000 More Surplus than Needed. 


New York, June 27. —Estimated income for 
fcrty-one railroads, .op erating 61 per cent of 
the coinfry’s mileage; indicate that these 
corporations would finish the fiscal year with 
a balance. for dividends of approximately 
$186,900,000, whereas their dividend require- 
ments at ruling rates will have been, in round 
humbers, $174,000,000. 

This composite income account allowed for 
an increase of $16,000,000 in pay roils, entirely 
during the iast. three months of the year. 
Whether to much of the general wage set: le- 
ment of the spring montts exerted its.force 
during all the last quarter of the year or not 
is immaterial, as far as the outlook for. div!- 
dends for. the ensuing year is Concerned. It 
is ‘certain that these roads have taken onen 

‘additional ‘wage cisburrement of at least 
$69,000,000 annually, on the basis of ihe busi- 
réss done this year. A corresponding in- 
crease for all the raliroads in the country:

Central estimated it early in the settiemeni, 
Later Mr. Brown revised this estimate and

‘Not Earnizig Sufficient Surplus. 

Returning to the forty-one roads cited, the 

Wall Street Journal, which complied the sta- 
tistics, says their income figures make it 
practically certain that the railroads of the 
country are not earning a e#ufficient surplus 
over present dividend disbursements to allow 
the payment of the present rates unless (3) 
gross earnings continue to increase in at least 
the ratio of the last year, 10 to 12 per cent; 
(2) passenger and freight rates are increased. 
before the end of the next fiscal year, or (4) 
maintenance charges are materially cut 
down. 

Assuming, as seems reasonable, that these 
roads have still $45,000,000 of the increase in 
wages yet to take up, there would be a deficit 
of *32,.000,000 for them to make up in one 
or more of the ways just mentioned. In 
addition, their fixed charges and rentals will 
increase not less than $15,000,000. 


Must Increase 8 Per Cent a Year. ~ 


Their operating ratio, including taxes, will 
not be under 70 per cent, unless higher rates 
come, and is.-more likely to be well above 
that mark. Theirgross carnings will there+ 
fore have.to increase by approximately $160,- 
Quv.000 if their surplus available for dividends 
is to equal that of the last year. This in-

ELECTRIC ROAD OPERATORS 
GET 2 CENTS AN HOUR RAISE. 


Trainmen Gain by, Arbitration—Illinois 
' Central Blackemiths Vote to Strike—~ 
Talk of Coal Men’s Meeting. 


A raise in wages of 2 cents an hour was 
granted yesterday to motormen and con- 
ductors employed on the Aurora, Elgin and 
Chicago “ third rail” line. Under the new 
agreement the scale will be 26 cents an hour 
during the first year; 20 cents thesecond year, 
and 82 cents for the third year, the contract 
running three years. 

The old scale was 24 cents an hour the first, 
27 cents the second, and ‘20 cents the third 
year.
